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Annual  Reports  of  Officers — 1946-1947 
PRESIDENT 

With  this  meeting  we  are  bringing  to  a  close  another  year  of 
Junior  League  work.  With  great  pride  I  bring  you  the  Presi- 
dent's report — pride  in  the  thoughtfulness,  the  dependability, 
and  tirelessness  shown  by  each  of  you  who  have  been  so  faithful 
in  your  duties — helping  to  make  this  another  outstanding  year. 

Before  summing  up  the  year's  activities  I  would  like  to 
express  to  the  Board  my  admiration  for  the  way  that  they  have 
undertaken  their  responsibilities.  Their  fine  co-operation,  open 
mindedness  and  willingness  to  w^ork  have  been  a  constant  source 
of  encouragement  and  to  each  of  them  I  would  like  to  give  my 
grateful  thanks. 

At  the  opening  of  the  year  we  were  left  with  a  $10,000 
surplus  to  be  placed  in  the  field  of  Art  and  Education.  An 
Arts  investigating  committee  was  established  whose  purpose  was 
to  advise  and  recommend  in  the  spending  of  this  money.  A 
questionnaire  was  made  out  and  representatives  of  56  organiza- 
tions and  agencies  in  Winston-Salem  were  interviewed.  As  a 
result  of  this  survey  the  League  passed  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  That  $1,800  be  given  to  the  Carnegie  Public  Library. 

2.  That  $950  be  assigned  to  the  Radio  Council. 

3.  That  inasmuch  as  the  survey  of  the  56  organizations  and 
agencies  showed  the  need  of  a  Community  Arts  Council  and  a 
Community  Arts  Co-ordinator,  the  Junior  League  turn  over 
the  sum  of  $7,200  to  the  newly  organized  Arts  Council  to  be 
used  over  a  two-year  period  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for 
an  Arts  program  under  the  direction  of  a  co-ordinator.  If  this 
money  is  not  used  in  three  years  it  shall  be  returned  to  the 
League. 

Eighteen  months  ago  the  League  provided  the  money  for  a 
three-year  demonstration  in  the  Arts  and  Crafts  Workshop,  in 
collaboration  with  the  City  Department  of  Recreation.  The 
Workshop  now  has  a  staff  of  15  in  addition  to  its  director,  Mrs. 
Chester  Marsh.  During  the  past  year  1,450  people  have  attended 
the  classes  and  2,288  have  visited  the  11  exhibits  held.  New 
classes  are  constantly  being  added  and  the  attendance  continues 
to  grow. 

Eor  six  weeks  during  the  past  Summer  the  League  gave  the 
salary  for  an  artist,  who  served  as  an  assistant  to  Mrs.  Marsh. 
His  work  on  the  playgrounds  and  in  the  recreation  centers  made 
an  invaluable  contribution  to  this  project. 

In  March  the  newly  organized  Civic  Orchestra  requested  that 
their  first  concert  be  sponsored  by  the  Junior  League.  We 
assumed  the  responsibility  of  the  ticket  sales  as  well  as  news- 
pajper  and  radio  publicity.  This  was  felt  to  be  in  line  with  our 
Cultural  Arts  program  and  proved  very  successful. 

During  this   year   the   Arts   and   Crafts   program   has  far

surpassed  our  greatest  hopes  and  is  constantly  evidencing  its 
value  in  our  community.  Although  the  half-way  mark  has  been 
passed,  the  program  has  only  begun  to  scratch  the  surface  and 
will  need  the  help  and  co-operation  of  each  of  us,  in  order  to 
assure  continuation  of  its  success. 

Your  first  responsibility  to  the  League  and  the  community 
lies  in  the  League  membership.  The  quality  and  not  the  quantity 
of  its  members  and  their  education  by  the  League  is  of  greatest 
importance.  We  have  had  many  interesting  speakers  and  edu- 
cational programs  this  year,  including  several  movies.  The 
Education  Committee  has  endeavored  to  show  the  members  that 
we  are  no  longer  living  in  an  isolated  community  but  are  part 
of  one  integrated  world  and  this  idea  has  been  carried  through 
in  its  programs. 

This  was  our  first  year  in  the  field  of  legislation.  Although 
as  a  League  we  originated  no  action  on  any  specific  bill,  the 
Legislative  Committee  has  endeavored  to  keep  the  members 
informed  on  all  social  legislation  which  was  being  considered 
in  the  General  Assembly.  We  are  very  young  in  this  field  and 
I  believe  it  important  that  we  be  better  educated  along  these 
lines  before  any  definite  action  is  taken  by  the  League  as  a 
whole. 

Twenty-one  new  members  were  accepted  into  membership 
this  year.  The  Admissions  Chairman  was  appointed  in  the  Fall 
and  the  committee  now  works  on  a  year  around  basis.  Several 
changes  Avere  made  in  the  admission  of  new  members.  The  Ad- 
missions Committee  can  no  longer  propose  names  and  only 
League  members  not  on  the  Board  or  on  the  committee  can  do 
so.  Open  meetings  will  be  held  so  that  an  endorser  may  appear 
to  discuss  her  candidate  with  the  committee.  New  admission 
blanks  have  been  adopted. 

The  provisional  course  which  was  given  this  year  not  only 
helped  to  educate  our  new  members  regarding  the  community 
in  which  they  live,  but  also  helped  to  interpret  our  League  to 
the  community.  At  the  request  of  the  Volunteer  Bureau  each 
meeting  was  open  to  the  public  and  approximately  20  outside 
people  attended  each  class.  I  think  that  we  can  easily  say  that 
this  was  the  most  successful  study  course  which  we  have  ever 
given. 

Two  performances  of  "Alice  in  Wonderland"  were  given  for 
the  Children's  Theatre  Board.  All  North  Carolina  Leagues  were 
invited  to  send  their  play  chairman  to  see  the  play  and  our 
group  was  invited  to  Raleigh  to  put  on  a  production.  We  were 
unable  to  go  because  of  lack  of  theatre  space  but  were  very 
complimented  to  have  been  invited.  The  music  and  dances  for 
the  entire  play  were  composed  by  two  of  our  talented  members 
and  as  always  the  Junior  League  girls  gave  a  wonderful  per- 
formance. 

During  the  year  there  were  nine  issues  of  the  News  Sheet, 
eight  were  edited  by  the  regular  staff  and  one  by  the  pro- 
visionals. The  News   Sheet  continued  to  live  up   to   its  high 
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standards — covering  all  phases  of  League  work  and  civic 
activities.  It  has  given  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  to  us  all. 

Mrs.  H.  Kennedy  Plunket,  A.  J.  L.  A.  consultant  on  Ways 
and  Means,  visited  us  in  November  to  advise  us  on  the  operation 
of  the  Thrift  Shop.  Her  visit  was  helpful  in  many  ways  and 
all  of  her  recommendations  have  been  discussed  and  applied 
wherever  ^possible.  The  shop  now  keeps  strict  business  hours, 
the  marking  committee  is  set  up  to  function  every  day,  all 
garments  are  sized  and  kept  in  place,  and  the  commission  goods 
are  paid  for  every  30  days.  The  Shop  was  redecorated  during 
the  Summer  and  a  sign  placed  in  the  front.  The  wonderful 
co-operation  of  the  volunteers,  and  the  enthusiasm  of  the  Shop 
Committee  has  meant  a  great  deal  to  the  success  of  our  business 
this  year.  As  this  is  the  only  money  making  project  of  our 
League  I  believe  it  would  be  wise  to  consider  some  time  in  the 
future  raising  the  quota  of  goods  that  each  League  member  is 
required  to  contribute.  We  are  doing  a  booming  business  now 
but  all  the  profit  that  is  made  comes  from  commission  goods 
and  if  this  business  should  fall  off,  it  would  be  very  difficult 
for  the  Shop  to  break  even.  Well  deserved  praise  goes  to  the 
Thrift  Shop  Chairman  and  her  committee  for  the  success  of  our 
money  making  project  this  year. 

Little  progress  has  been  made  in  the  Library  program.  The 
Library  Committee  has  assisted  in  the  setting  up  of  two  meetings 
with  citizens  in  the  interest  of  the  Library  but  until  future 
plans  for  its  development  are  formulated  by  the  Commission 
there  is  little  that  the  Junior  League  Committee  can  do.  The 
Committee  is  ready  and  willing  to  assist  in  any  way  when  they 
are  called  on. 

During  the  Summer  the  Museum  Committee  in  co-operation 
with  the  vSaturday  Playhouse  program  of  the  Radio  Council 
broadcast  a  series  of  five  Story  Hours.  The  broadcasts  were 
made  from  the  Wachovia  Museum  and  the  children  enjoyed 
seeing  the  exhibits  which  they  heard  about  in  the  story.  The 
Wachovia  Museum  is  a  real  monument  in  our  community  and 
Winston-Salem  should  feel  proud  to  have  such  an  institution. 
It  is  unfortunate  this  is  not  more  of  a  living  memorial  and 
that,  during  the  years  when  League  funds  were  available,  more 
effort  was  not  made  by  the  Historical  Society  to  encourage 
active  participation  in  the  Museum. 

There  were  six  changes  in  our  by-laws  during  the  year.. 
Letters  were  sent  to  twenty  Leagues  requesting  information  on 
the  proposed  changes.  The  By-Laws  Committee  should  be 
greatly  complimented  on  their  fine  work. 

Each  year  our  Public  Relations  Chairman  does  a  splendid 
job  in  interpreting  to  the  public  our  purpose  and  function. 
During  this  last  year  we  have  had  two  complete  full-page  stories 
in  the  Sunday  edition  of  the  newspaper.  One  article  told  what 
the  League  had  contributed  to  the  community  over  a  period 
of  years — both  financially  and  in  volunteer  work.  The  other 
announced  the  year's   provisional   members   and   their  various 
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fields  of  activity  in  the  community.  Along  with  these  feature 
stories  there  were  65  news  articles  about  the  Junior  League 
and  its  activities.  A  complete  scrap  book  has  been  kept  and 
will  be  put  on  file  in  the  office. 

Two  items  have  appeared  in  the  National  Magazine  during 
the  year  about  Winston-Salem.  One  in  the  July  issue  about 
''Saturday  Play  House"  and  the  other  in  October,  a  picture 
showing  the  Junior  Town  Meeting  of  the  Air. 

This  is  our  last  year  of  financial  supfport  to  the  Community 
Radio  program.  I  think  that  our  League  should  be  very  proud 
of  the  work  that  we  have  done  in  this  field.  We  have  gained 
recognition  not  only  locally  but  nationally  and  many  similar 
projects  have  been  modeled  after  ours.  Great  praise  goes  to 
Mrs.  Bruce  Williams  who  has  given  much  of  her  time  and 
effort  to  make  this  program  a  success.  I  hope  very  much  that 
in  the  years  to  come  the  Radio  Council  will  continue  to  operate 
under  one  director  and  that  the  community  will  feel  that  this 
demonstration  has  been  sufficiently  worthwhile  to  take  over 
support  of  this  program. 

A  banquet  was  given  in  December  in  honor  of  the  new  pro- 
visional members.  Each  League  member  was  asked  to  brin^  a 
doll  which  was  later  turned  over  to  the  Christmas  Toy  Shop. 
It  was  very  gratifying  to  see  so  many  sustaining  as  well  as 
active  members  present  and  I  believe  that  everyone  had  a 
wonderful  time.  The  Hospitality  Committee  worked  hard  to 
make  the  banquet  the  success  that  it  was.  We  were  honored 
to  have  one  of  our  own  members,  Miss  Diana  Dyer,  speak  to  us. 

For  the  first  time  in  twenty  years  it  was  felt  necessary  to 
increase  the  dues  of  the  members  of  the  Winston-Salem  League. 
At  the  Quebec  Conference  in  May  of  last  year  the  delegates 
voted  to  raise  the  National  dues  from  $4.00  to  $5.00.  In  view 
of  this  and  also  generally  increased  costs  a  meeting  was  called 
of  the  sustaining  members  to  discuss  with  them  this  [proposed 
change.  The  sustaining  members  voted  unanimously  to  raise 
their  own  dues  from  $8.00  to  $10.00.  In  October  this  problem 
was  brought  before  the  active  members  of  the  League  and 
after  some  discussion  it  voted  to  raise  active  member  dues 
from  $8.00  to  $12.00. 

One  donation  has  been  made  this  year  from  our  surplus 
cash.  As  a  result  of  a  request  from  the  Community  Council  the 
League  voted  to  spend  a  sum  of  not  more  than  $750.00  for 
the  services  of  a  youth  co-ordinator  who  would  direct  his  efforts 
in  one  specified  area  of  the  city  in  helping  to  reach  the  low 
income  group  of  this  area  who  are  not  touched  by  any  other 
organization.  This  is  to  be  a  three  months  demonstration  dur- 
ing the  summer.  The  treasurer  and  the  secretaries  have  kept 
their  books  and  records  in  meticulous  order  and  whenever  I 
have  needed  infomation  have  always  had  it  instantly  ready  to 
furnish  me. 

Last  but  not  least  of  all  League  activities  is  Placement.  Your 
chairman  this  year  has,  as  always,  done  a  grand  job.  Its 
work  has  been  well  planned  and  supervised.  A  large  number 
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of  volunteers  have  been  placed  in  League  jobs  as  well  as  in 
other  community  projects.  The  yearly  interviev^s  took  place 
in  March  this  year  which  enabled  each  girl  to  choose  the 
committee  on  which  she  wished  to  serve.  In  this  way  no  girl 
was  placed  on  a  committee  in  which  she  was  not  interested. 

As  we  look  back  on  the  year  that  has  just  passed,  I  be- 
lieve that  we  can  safely  say  that  the  Junior  League  of  Winston- 
Salem  has  gone  forward.  It  is  important  in  our  future  under- 
takings that  we  do  not  spread  ourselves  too  thin  and  that  we 
continue  our  interest  and  help  until  whatever  project  we  start 
has  proved  to  be  a  successful  demonstration.  The  cultural  field, 
in  which  we  have  just  begun  to  move,  has  unlimited  opportu- 
nities and  possibilities  which  will  grow  as  we  develop  them. 

It  has  been  an  honor  and  a  privilege  to  serve  as  your  Presi- 
dent and  I  will  always  count  it  among  my  most  treasured 
experiences.  May  I  say  thank  you  again  to  each  of  you  for 
your  help  and  co-operation  during  this  past  year.

CHILDREN'S  THEATRE 

Two  performances  of  the  major  production,  "Alice  in  Won- 
derland" (by  Charlotte  Chorpenning),  were  given  on  November 
20  and  22,  respectively. 

From  a  technical  standpoint,  this  was  one  of  the  most  diffi- 
cult plays  that  we  have  ever  tried,  but  it  was  executed  in  a 
manner  of  which  we  should  all  be  proud.  The  dialogue  was 
arduous  and  required  constant  and  diligent  rehearsals.  The 
scenery  was  on  wheels  and  was  rolled  onto  the  stage  by  the 
cast  and  stage  crew  in  actual  production,  thereby  requiring 
perfect  timing.  The  properties  were  many  and  varied  and  were 
perfect  to  the  minutest  detail.  The  child  audience  was  amazed 
that  the  costumes  were  identical  with  those  of  the  illustrations 
in  the  book,  and  the  work  of  the  make-up  committee  blended  with 
the  costumes  gave  the  effect  that  the  children  had  expected  in 
the  play. 

Music  for  the  entire  play  was  composed  by  one  of  our  tal- 
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ented  members  and  dances  were  created  by  another  talented 
member,  the  combination  of  the  two  giving  quite  a  profes- 
sional finish  to  the  production. 

Excellent  newspaper  and  radio  publicity  was  given  to  the 
performances  and  the  criticisms  of  the  production  were  most 
complimentary. 

Seventy-eight  League  volunteers  were  responsible  for  this 
first  entertainment  on  the  Children's  Theatre  Board  Series,  and 
the  total  cost  of  production  was  $296.46.

CULTURAL  ARTS 

At  the  halfway  mark  of  our  three-year  demonstration  in 
the  arts  and  crafts,  we  take  stock  of  our  progress.  The  work- 
shop now  has  a  staff  of  15  in  addition  to  Mrs.  Marsh.  A 
total  of  15  varied  classes  have  been  offered,  and  during  the 
last  year  1,450  people  took  advantage  of  them.  2,288  people 
visited  the  eleven  exhibits  and  demonstrations  held  throughout 
the  year.  New  classes  are  being  added  to  those  already  proved 
popular,  and  attendance  continues  to  grow.  The  program  has 
spread  from  its  West  End  School  headquarters  through  the 
recreation  centers  where  12  League  volunteers  worked  with,  the 
directors  during  the  summer  months,  through  the  schools  and 
their  playgrounds,  through  teacher,  scout,  and  industrial  groups, 
until  it  reaches  many  hundreds  in  the  city  and  county  who  have 
never  visited  the  workshop. 

For  six  weeks  in  July  and  August  the  League  gave  the  salary 
for  an  artist  who  served  as  assistant  to  Mrs.  Marsh.  Through 
his  work  on  the  playgrounds,  in  the  recreation  centers,  and  in  a 
supervisory  capacity  at  these  places,  he  made  a  valuable  con- 
tribution to  the  growth  of  the  (project. 

By  January  it  seemed  practical  to  initiate  a  children's  after- 
noon at  the  workshop.  Classes  in  pottery,  stenciling,  sketching 
and  drama  were  offered.  Plans  are  to  set  up  additional  classes 
in  dance  and  marionettes  as  soon  as  possible. 

At  the  March  League  meeting,  which  was  held  at  the  West 
End  School,  Mrs.  Marsh  gave  a  short  explanatory  talk,  fol- 
lowing which  members  were  invited  into  the  workshop.  Demon- 
strations in  the  various  departments  were  given.  Questions 
were  encouraged — and  answered,  and  a  better  understanding 
of  the  work  as  a  whole  resulted. 

The  fact  that  Mrs.  Marsh  has  made  our  arts  and  crafts 
program  a  working  unit  with  many  co-operating  branches 
seemed  to  point  up  the  need  for  planning  on  a  larger  scale  in 
the  cultural  field.  The  need  for  co-ordination  of  local  drama 
and  music  became  increasingly  apparent.  In  April  this  com- 
mittee went  on  record  as  being  heartily  in  favor  of  a  com- 
munity arts  program  and  recommended  to  the  League  that  suf- 
ficient funds  be  allocated  for  a  director  to  co-ordinate  the 
fields  of  drama, and  music. 
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An  Arts  Investigating  Committee  was  established  whose 
purpose  was  to  advise  and  recommend  in  the  spending  of 
$10,000  in  the  cultural  and  educational  field.  A  questionnaire 
was  made  out  and  representatives  of  56  organizations  and 
agencies  were  interviewed  to  learn  their  opinions  on  the  value 
of  establishing  a  Central  Arts  Council.  As  a  result  of  this 
survey,  three  recommendations  were  sent  to  the  Board  and  pre- 
sented to  the  Junior  League. 

1.  That  $1,800  be  given  to  the  Carnegie  Library. 

2.  That  $950  be  assigned  to  the  Radio  Council.' 

8.    That  $7,200  be  allotted  to  a  Community  Arts  Council. 

Fifty  dollars  remained  to  defray  lawyer  fees. 

The  League  continued  to  give  its  interest  and  su/pport  ($500) 
to  the  Piedmont  Festival. 

In  November,  Miss  Mary  Gould  Davis,  sponsored  by  the 
League,  spent  a  day  in  the  city.  She  told  stories  for  the  young 
children  at  the  Library  in  the  morning  and  held  an  open  meet- 
ing later  at  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. 

In  March  the  Junior  League  was  asked  to  sponsor  the  first 
concert  of  the  newly  formed  Winston-Salem  Civic  Orchestra. 
By  sponsoring  we  assumed  the  responsibility  of  the  ticket  sales, 
and  radio  and  newspaper  publicity,  but  no  financial  aid.  Al- 
though it  is  not  the  policy  of  the  League  to  sponsor  other  or- 
ganizations the  Arts  Committee,  the  Board  and  the  League  ap- 
proved this  request  because  it  was  in  line  with  our  present 
major  project  of  encouraging  the  arts. 

As  we  look  back  on  the  year  we  feel  that  the  arts  and  crafts 
program  has  uncovered  a  definite  need  for  work  of  this  type 
in  Winston-Salem  and  is  demonstrating  daily  its  growing 
value.  An  unbelievable  amount  of  work  has  been  accom- 
plished, but  we  are  far  from  even  the  halfway  mark  in  what 
remains  to  be  done.

EDUCATION 

A  committee  of  ten  members  has  worked  well  together,  not 
always  agreeing  but  stimulating  thought  and  varied  interests. 
The  field  of  education  has  broadened  for  the  Junior  League  in 
the  past  year,  and  we  have  found  it  impossible  to  cover  even  a 
small  part  of  controversial  subjects. 

In  May,  we  had  as  our  guest  speaker  Mr.  Hiram  S.  Cody, 
Jr.,  former  Naval  Officer  and  head  of  the  Veterans*  Service 
Council,  who  spoke  on  the  returning  veteran  and  the  many  acute 
problems  he  faced. 

In  June,  the  two  Winston-Salem  delegates  gave  reports  of 
the  Conference,  and  we  showed  one  of  the  movies  recommended 
by  A.  J.  L.  A.,  "Freedom  and  Famine." 

In  October,  we  had  two  movies,  "Weapon  of  War,"  and  "It's 
Your  America."  These  were  substitutions  for  a  movie  recom- 
mended by  the  Woman's  Action  Committee,  and  were  supposed 
to  substantiate  our  theme  for  the  year — Our  Community  as  Part 
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of  the  World. 

We  were  fortunate  to  secure  for  the  November  meeting  Dr. 
Ellen  Winston,  Commissioner  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Board 
of  Public  Welfare.  She  spoke  on  Social  Legislation  in  North 
Carolina,  looking  toward  the  1947  General  Assembly.  This  pro- 
gram tied  in  well  with  our  new  appointment  of  Mrs.  Albert 
Butler,  Jr.,  as  chairman  of  the  Legislative  Committee.  Dr. 
Winston  is  a  spirited  and  splendid  speaker,  and  gave  us  a 
vivid  picture  of  good  and  bad  social  legislation  in  our  State. 
125  members  of  the  community  were  invited. 

In  January,  we  featured  our  project,  the  Radio  Council.  A 
mock  broadcast,  fashioned  identically  on  the  show.  Junior  Town 
Meeting,  was  given  with  Dr.  Mark  Depp,  moderator,  and  four 
High  School  students  participants.  Their  subject  was  Public 
Health. 

Dr.  Franklin  McNutt,  dean  of  the  Woman's  College,  L^.  N. 
C,  Graduate  School,  gave  a  charming  and  revealing  talk  in 
February  on  Self-Determination. 

The  March  meeting  was  held  in  the  Arts  and  Crafts  Work- 
shop, and  after  a  brief  talk  by  Mrs.  Chester  Marsh,  we  were 
invited  to  view  the  fine  exhibits  and  see  some  of  the  members 
of  the  workshop  "at  work." 

In  A^pril,  the  much  needed  "light  touch"  was  added  by  a 
Spring  Hat  Fashion  Show,  participants  being  all  League  mem- 
bers. Prizes  were  awarded  for  superlatives.  Clark  Billings 
performed  astonishing  magic.

these  three  definite  parties,  leaving  a  small  amount  over  for 
emergencies.

LEGISLATIVE 

This  was  the  first  year  that  the  Junior  League  was  allowed 
by  A.  J.  L.  A.  to  take  active  interest  as  a  group  in  social  leg- 
islation. Since  the  N.  C.  General  Assembly  was  in  session  for 
several  months,  there  was  an  excellent  opportunity  to  study 
social  legislative  measures  and  bills.  At  several  meetings  of 
the  Board  and  the  League  as  a  whole  reports  were  given  on 
legislation  of  interest  to  the  members. 

The  only  action  taken  was  that  of  the  Board  in  regard  to 
a  request  from  the  Charlotte  League  that  the  Winston-Salem 
League  endorse  their  resolution  concerning  a  definite  percentage 
increase  in  State  teachers'  salaries  (South  Piedmont  Plan)  — 
which  they  desired  to  send  to  the  General  Assembly.  The 
Board  voted  not  to  endorse  the  resolution  because  they  felt 
that  the  amount  of  increase  of  teachers'  salaries  should  be  con- 
sidered in  the  light  of  other  wState  needs.  (This  action  was  in 
line  with  that  of  several  other  N.  C.  Leagues.) 

The  Legislative  Chairman  attended  an  interesting  and  in- 
formative meeting  of  Legislative  Chairmen  of  all  of  the  N.  C. 
Junior  Leagues  in  Raleigh  in  February. 

League  members  seemed  to  want  to  be  informed  about  social 
legislation  but  did  not  appear  interested  in  originating  action 
on  any  specific  bill  or  measure.  It  is  important  that  the 
League  be  further  educated  along  these  lines.  By  the  time  the 
next  General  Assembly  meets,  perhaps  this  new  field  of  social 
legislation  will  be  of  greater  importance  and  of  greater  interest 
to  the  League  as  a  whole.

LIBRARY 

The  Library  Committee  was  set  up  by  the  President  in  1946 
after  the  Junior  League  made  large  funds  available  to  the 
Library  Commission  for  a  staff  member  to  promote  the  library 
and  to  educate  the  people  concerning  our  library's  needs  and 
potentialities.  The  Junior  League  Library  Committee  was  to 
assist,  in  any  way  possible,  both  the  new  staff  member  and  the 
Library  Commission. 

To  date,  the  above  plan  has  gone  scarcely  beyond  "paper 
stage." 

The  Committee  has  assisted,  however,  in  setting  up  two 
meetings  with  citizens,  in  the  interest  of  the  library  and  mem- 
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bers  of  the  committee  have  been  present  at  these  meetings  so 
that  they  understood  the  problems  facing  the  utilization  of 
Junior  League  funds  in  behalf  of  the  future  library  progress. 
As  a  result  of  suggestions  made  at  the  latter  of  the  two  above- 
mentioned  meetings,  the  Mayor,  who  was  present,  has  appointed 
three  additional  members  to  the  Library  Commission  including 
a  county  representative.  The  group  has  invited  Miss  Beale,  of 
the  State  Library  Commission,  to  meet  with  them  to  discuss  a 
county  bookmobile  and  stimulating  county  interest  in  the  library 
facilities  and  needs. 

Any  further  service  of  the  Junior  League  Library  Com- 
mittee will  be  determined  by  the  future  course  of  the  Library 
Commission.

James  Dawson  continues  as  editor  of  the  Magazine. 

Announcements  of  births,  engagements,  marriages  and  deaths 
have  been  sent  in  to  the  Tidings  division  of  the  Magazine  from 
month  to  month.  A  complete  file  of  all  correspondence  and 
magazines  for  the  year  has  been  kept.  The  Junior  League  office 
was  also  the  recipient  of  a  complete  file  (comprising  ten  years' 
copies)  of  magazines  donated  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Magie,  League 
member. 

Two  items  appeared  during  the  year  about  Winston-Salem; 
one  in  the  July  issue  under  Gleanings,  about  "Saturday  Play- 
house" and  the  other  in  October,  a  picture  showing  a  Junior 
Town  Meeting  of  the  Air.  An  article  on  the  Junior  League  1946 
play,  "Alice  in  Wonderland,"  written  by  Miss  Margaret  Var- 
dell,  was  sent  in  before  the  February  20th  deadline  and  was 
acknowledged,  but  no  further  word  has  been  received  on  it. 

The  $10.00  set  up  in  the  budget  as  a  drawing  fund  for  the 
Magazine  Committee  for  1946-47  was  not  used  and  will  be 
carried  over  for  1947-48.

PLACEMENT 

The  past  year  in  placement  has  been  one  that  can  best  be 
described  as  a  period  of  transition.  Prior  to  this  year  the  actual 
months  of  placement  have  run  from  September  to  the  following 
September.  By  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors  this  was 
changed  to  a  working  year  beginning  in  the  spring  to  coincide 
with  the  fiscal  and  general  Junior  League  year.  As  personal 
interviews  with  League  members  had  just  been  completed  when 
this  move  was  taken  it  was  recommended  that  any  further  inter- 
viewing be  delayed  until  the  spring  of  1947.  In  the  fall  of  1946 
each  member  received  a  telephone  call  at  which  time  her  volun- 
teer work  was  brought  up  to  date.  During  the  month  of  March, 
1947,  the  incoming  placement  chairman  together  with  the  out- 
going chairman  has  personally  seen  the  majority  of  League 
members. 

For  an  over-all  picture  of  placement  for  the  year  1946-1947, 
the  following  report  is  submitted.  During  the  course  of  twelve 
months  there  have  been  at  one  time  or  another  134  active  mem- 
bers, 24  of  which  were  classified  as  provisionals  and  22  of  which 
were  professional.  With  League  activities  stressed,  our  volun- 
teer power  has  served  these  fields  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 
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Fifty-four  members  have  served  the  Thrift  Shop  in  some  form 
whether  it  be  as  salesgirls  or  committee  members.  Fourteen 
have  worked  in  the  Arts  and  Crafts  Workshop;  Children's 
Theatre,  39  volunteers;  radio,  13  volunteers;  Salem  Museum,  6 
volunteers;  Newssheet,  13  volunteers. 

With  the  community  having  as  many  volunteer  demands  as 
it  has,  a  large  number  of  Junior  League  members  were  well 
placed  outside  League  activities.  Scout  leaders,  3  volunteers; 
Y.  W.  C.  A.,  5  volunteers;  Family  and  Child  Welfare  recep- 
tionists, 5  volunteers;  Red  Cross,  4  workers;  church  school 
teachers,  6  volunteers;  Den  Mothers,  3  volunteers;  Bookmobile, 
4  volunteers.  Add  to  this  the  amount  of  time  that  went  with 
short-time  projects  such  as  the  Fashion  Show  given  by  Montaldo's 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Thrift  Shop,  various  drives,  Telephone 
Committee,  the  Toy  Shop,  etc.,  an  amount  of  hours  accumulates 
th:it  cannot  be  accurately  recorded. 

However,  a  placement  report  could  not  be  complete  without 
special  mention  of  those  members  who  through  their  knowledge 
of  the  community  have  served  as  valuable  members  of  some 
twelve  boards.  The  Toy  Shop  this  year  was  headed  by  a  Junior 
League  sustaining  member.  Not  only  do  our  members  repre- 
sent us  in  the  community,  however,  they  have  moved  out  to  state 
representation  and  greater  yet,  national.  A  League  member 
during  the  past  year  was  an  international  representative  to  a 
Girl  Scout  conference  in  Switzerland. 

It's  with  appreciation  for  the  splendid  co-operation  of  League 
volunteers,  each  doing  her  job  to  the  best  of  her  ability,  that  I 
submit  this  report  and  with  appreciation  for  the  privilege  of 
working  with  each  of  them.

PROVISIONALS 

The  Study  Course  of  the  Junior  League  Provisionals  began 
on  October  10,  1946,  and  lasted  through  November  7,  1946.

At  the  close  of  the  Study  Course,  each  Provisional  was  re- 
quired to  write  a  paper  on  one  of  the  following  subjects, 
according  to  her  choice:  Housing,  Government,  Art,  Library, 
Music,  Schools,  Health  or  Security. 

On  the  whole,  we  feel  that  the  Study  Course  w^as  successful 
in  that  it  served  to  give  to  the  Provisionals  a  picture  of  our 
community  and  to  stimulate  their  interests  in  its  problems  and 
needs. 

All  of  the  Provisionals  have  received  instructions  at  the  Thrift 
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Shop  and  have  served  on  a  conrjmittee  for  the  Children's  Theatre 
Play.  They  were  also  responsible  for  the  March  issue  of  the 
Newssheet. 

'Placement  interviews  were  given  to  them  in  December  and 
they  began  their  volunteer  work  at  that  time.

PUBLIC  RELATIONS 

The  aim  and  ambition  of  the  Public  Relations  Committee  dur- 
ing the  year  1946-47  has  been  to  interpret  the  Junior  League, 
with  its  various  activities,  to  the  community  in  the  friendliest 
and  most  favorable  manner  possible. 

It  was  attem.pted  to  convey  to  the  reading  public,  as  well  as 
the  newspaper  employees,  the  fact  that  the  League  is  not  a 
social,  self-centered  organization.  Toward  achieving  this  goal, 
excellent  and  friendly  co-operation  was  received  from  both  the 
Journal  and  Sentinel  editors  and  reporters,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  public,  too,  understands  the  activities  of  the  League  more 
thoroughly. 

During  the  year  the  Journal-Sentinel  devoted  two  complete 
front  pages  of  the  Woman's  Section  to  the  Junior  League.  One 
page  carried  out  the  plan  of  this  committee  by  telling  what  the 
League  has  contributed  to  the  community  over  a  period  of 
years — both  financially  and  in  volunteer  work. 

The  other  page  announced  the  year's  provisional  members 
and  their  various  fields  of  activity  in  the  community.  Both  of 
these  pages  carried  several  pictures,  and  apparently  were  favor- 
ably received. 

The  Journal-Sentinel  also  featured  a  picture  and  article  of 
several  Junior  League  girls  who  are  active  in  Girl  Scout  groups 
in  connection  with  a  full-page  story  about  the  Scouts. 

Along  with  these  featured  stories  there  were  65  news  ar- 
ticles about  the  Junior  League  and  its  activities  carried  in  the 
Journal  and  the  Sentinel  throughout  the  year.  These  articles 
concerned  the  work  of  the  Arts  and  Crafts,  Radio,  Thrift  Shop, 
Children's  Theatre,  Provisional,  Education,  Museum  and  Hospi- 
tality Committees. 

All  the  publicity  received  by  the  Winston-Salem  Junior 
League  for  this  year  has  been  entered  in  a  scrapbook  which  is 
on  file  in  the  Junior  ^^eague  office.

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RADIO 

The  second  year  of  existence  for  the  Radio  Council  has 
been  one  of  marked  progress  during  which  the  council  oiperated 
more  smoothly  and  learned  how  to  work  more  efficiently  and 
effectively  for  the  agencies  and  the  public. 

"We  have  come  to  depend  upon  the  Community  Radio  Coun- 
cil to  develop  and  schedule  our  radio  interpretation  not  only  at 
campaign  time  but  throughout  the  year,''  stated  Mr.  Gorman 
Mattison  in  his  annual  report  to  the  Community  Chest. 

In  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Mattison  the  real  value  of  the  Radio 
Council  lies  in  its  many-sided  personality.  It  has  been  a  worth- 
while project  in  its  workshop  productions,  its  agency  interpre- 
tations and  its  promotion  of  in-school  broadcasts.  Its  greatest 
contribution  to  the  community,  however,  has  been  that  it  has 
provided  the  opportunity  for  interesting  group  work  and  cul- 
tural activities  and  its  furtherance  of  possibilities  of  interracial 
understanding. 

How  gratifying  and  encouraging  it  is  to  the  Radio  Council 
to  merit  such  appraisal !

In  addition  to  carrying  on  thi^^  extension  program  the  Radio 
Council  is  now  planning  to  set.  up  a  Listening  Post.  Though 
still  in  a  formative  stage  it  is  hoped  that  help  in  manning  this 
post  will « be  forthcoming  from  local   educational  organizations. 

Six  programs  promoted  by  the  Radio  Council  (3  from  each 
radio  station)  have  been  submitted  for  consideration  of  the  an- 
nual George  Peabody  award,  which  is  presented  for  outstanding 
meritorious  public  service.  Results  of  this  award,  I  am  sorry 
to  say,  will  not  be  announced  until  after  this  report  goes  to 
press,  but  we  could  brag  if  we  could  qualify  for  just  an  hon- 
orable mention !

THRIFT  SHOP 

The  1946-47  Thrift  Shop  Committee  is  happy  to  report  that 
its  three-fold  goal  for  the  year  has  been  reached.  Realizing  that 
moving  to  a  new  location  during  these  times  of  high  rents  and 
scarcity  of  business  property,  we  set  about  improving  the  ap- 
pearance of  our  shop.  The  building  was  painted  inside  and 
outside,  the  fixtures  were  more  conveniently  arranged,  and  a 
sign  was  placed  in  front;  all  at  a  cost  of  8375.  Since  our 
customers,  as  well  as  our  renovated  shop,  were  demanding  better 
quality  merchandise,  we  attacked  this  problem  next.  By  dis- 
carding much  of  the  goods  we  had  inherited  from  years  past, 
accepting  only  clothing  in  good  condition  to  be  sold  on  com- 
mission, purchasing  surplus  stock  from  local  stores,  and  talking 
up  useful  quota  contributions,  we  have  gradually  raised  the 
standard  of  our  stock.  The  third  item  on  our  list  was  to  improve 
our  system  of  carrying  on  commission  selling,  the  volume  of 
which  has  grown"  much  too  large  for  the  manager  to  handle  in 
addition  to  her  various  other  duties.  A  committee  member  was 
appointed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  take  charge  of  this 
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phase  of  our  business,  but  it  was  only  after  Mrs.  Plunket's 
visit  to  us  in  November  that  we  were  able  to  install  the  efficient 
system  now  in  use  at  the  shop.  At  Mrs.  Plunket's  suggestion, 
the  committee  member  in  charge  of  commissions  was  made  Thrift 
Shop  Treasurer  and  the  responsibility  of  keeping  complete  sales 
records  for  her  was  placed  on  all  sales  personnel.  All  commission 
accounts  were  paid  up  to  date. 

Mrs.  Plunket's  visit  was  helpful  in  many  ways  and  all  of  her 
recommendations  have  been  discussed  by  the  committee  and 
have  been  applied  wherever  ^possible.  The  shop  keeps  strict 
business  hours,  and  due  to  the  marvelous  co-operation  of  the 
volunteers,  it  has  been  closed  only  once  during  the  manager's 
lunch  hour  since  November. 

The  Marking  Committee  is  now  set  up  to  function  every  day 
in  the  week  and  the  girls  who  mark  also  sell.  The  Merchandising 
Committee  has  sized  all  garments  and  works  faithfully  at 
keeping  them  in  place  so  that  both  the  sales  persons  and  the 
customers  can  readily  see  what  is  available  in  any  particular  size. 

The  Personnel  Chairman  has  placed  over  50  girls  during  the 
year  as  sales  girls,  with  the  result  that  the  shop  has  been  better 
staffed  than  ever  before.  The  sales  girls  met  twice  with,  the  com- 
mittee for  discussion  and  instruction  in  new  policies.  The 
Decorating  Committee  secured  a  beautiful  background  screen 
and  a  new  manequin  for  us  from  Sosnik's  and  has  kept  the 
window  and  display  cases  looking  attractive.  In  addition  to 
keeping  the  League  informed  about  its  Thrift  Shop  through 
monthly  articles  in  the  Newssheet,  the  Publicity  Chairman  has 
placed  advertisements  in  the  newspaper  and  has  worked  with 
the  Rummage  Committee  on  a  campaign  to  interest  the  girls 
at  Salem  College  in  using  the  shop  for  consignment  selling. 

Mrs.  Plunket  assured  us  that  we  could  make  more  money 
with  a  smaller  stock,  provided  it  was  good  stock,  attractively 
displayed;  so  the  Committee  took  another  inventory,  usinr 
even  more  discrimination  than  before,  with  the  result  that  the 
shop  lost  some  of  its  jammed  up  appearance  annd  many  relief 
agencies  welcomed  the  cast  off  goods.  During  the  year,  boxes 
for  refugees  were  sent  to  Holland,  Greece  and  Italy;  clothing 
was  donated  to  the  Memorial  Industrial  School,  the  Tenth  Stree^ 
Mission,  and  Negro  Churches.  Books  were  sent  to  the  T.  B. 
Sanatorium,  broken  toys  to  the  Toy  Shop,  and  materials  to  the 
Arts  and  Crafts  Work  Shop. 

Montaldo's  Fall  Fashion  Show  for  the  benefit  of  the  Thrift 
Sho.p  was  a  high  spot  in  our  year,  both  from  the  standpoint  of 
work  required  and  profit  to  the  shop.  As  the  admission  charge 
for  the  show  was  a  bundle  of  rummage  per  person  presented  at 
the  door  on  the  roof  of  the  Hotel  Robert  E.  Lee,  maximur^ 
efficiency  was  required  to  sort,  mark,  deliver  to  the  shop,  and 
place  in  stock  all  salable  merchandise,  amounting  to  an  esti- 
mated $600,  and  to  dispose  of  the  unsuitable  goods.  This  ta^h 
was  completed  by  the  Committee  within  24  hours,  with  the  help 
of  a  few  volunteers. 

The  sales  for  1946-47  amounted  to  $12,563.08.  The  operating 
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expenses,  excluding  redecoration  totaled  $9,662.40  showing  a 
net  profit  of  $2,900.18.  Mrs.  Plunket  advised  that  we  turn  over 
all  profits  to  the  Junior  League  Treasurer  at  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year,  with  the  exception  of  a  reserve  to  cover  three  months 
running  expenses.  Therefore,  $3,000,000  has  been  turned  over 
to  the  League  Treasurer,  leaving  the  Thrift  Shop  bank  balance 
$1,461.75  with  no  outstanding  debts. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  progressive  year  for  the  Thrift 
Shop  and  I  should  like  to  thank  every  member  of  my  com- 
mittee, Mrs.  Perry  and  all  volunteers  for  their  splendid  support.

WAYS  AND  MEANS 

The  duties  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  include  making 
and  adjusting  a  yearly  budget  and  the  responsibility  of  recom- 
mending to  the  Board  changes  in  financial  policy.  In  this  con- 
nection, the  committee  felt  that  a  raise  in  dues  was  essential 
this  year  due  to  the  increase  of  the  Association  tax  from  $3.50 
to  $5.00  and  the  higher  cost  of  administrative  expenses.  Con- 
sequently the  sustaining  members  at  a  call  meeting  in  •  May 
voted  a  raise  in  dues  from  $8.00  to  $10.00  per  year  and  at  the 
November  meeting  the  League  voted  a  raise  in  dues  from  $8.00 
to  $12.00  per  year. 

The  disposition  of  the  $10,000  in  Building  and  Loan  stock 
upon  which  the  League  did  not  come  to  an  agreement  last  year 
was  disposed  of  in  the  following  manner: 

$1,800.00  was  given  to  the  Library  Commission  to  augment 
the  $7,200  already  given. 
950.00  was  added  to  the  Radio  Council  budget  for  use 
over  the  next  two  years. 
7,200.00  is  being  held  by  the  League  for  the  salary  of  a 
Community  Arts  Co-ordinator  with  the  understand- 
ing that  if  such  a  person  is  not  secured  in  three 
years  from  July,  1946,  that  the  money  be  retained 
by  the  League. 
The  budget  for  1947-1948  was  drawn  up  and  approved.

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BY  -  LAWS 

of  the 

Junior  League  of  Winston-Salem,  N.  C. 


ARTICI.E  I— NAME 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  Junior  League  of 
Winston-Salem,  Incorporated. 

ARTICLE  II— OBJECT  AND  POLICIES 

Object:  The  object  of  this  League  shall  be  to  foster  interest 
among  its  members  in  the  social,  economic,  educational,  cultural  and 
civic  conditions  of  the  community  and  to  make  efficient  their  a'^oI- 
unteer  service. 

Policies :  The  policies  of  the  League  shall  be  in  harmony  with 
the  policies  of  the  Association  of  the  Junior  Leagues  of  America, 
Incorporated. 

ARTICLE  III— MEMBERSHIP 
Section  1.  Classes  of  Membership. 

The  membership  of  this  League  shall  consist  of  young  women 
who  Mhall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Association.  The 
classes  of  niem.bership  shall  be  Provisional,  Active,  Sustaining,  Xoiv- 
Resident. 

A.  Provisional  Membersiiip 

Provisional  members  aie  those  who  are  engaged  in  comply- 
ing with  the  requirements  for  admission  to  Active  member- 
ship and  are  not  eligible  to  vote  or  hold  office.  Provisional 
members  shall  be  required  to  complete  a  provisional  mem- 
ber's course  and  a  period  of  volunteer  service  satisfactory  to 
the  Placement  Committee  within  twelve  months  after  their 
election  to  provisional  membership.  An  extension  of  time 
may  be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Directors  in  the  case  of 
provisionals  who  for  unavoidable  reasons  are  unable  to  com- 
plete the  course.  Provisionals  who  have  completed  these  re- 
quirements are  admitted  to  active  membership  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Those  members  fail- 
ing to  meet  the  provisional  requirements  shall  be  dropped 
from  membership  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors and  may  not  come  up  again  for  membership  within 
two  years. 

B.  Active  Membership 

Active  members  are  those  Avho  have  completed  the  require- 
ments for  Provisional  Members  and  have  been  admitted  to 
Active  membership.  They  may  not  be  over  forty  years  of 
age,  with  the  exception  of  Board  members  completing  thei^ 
term  of  office.  They  may  hold  office  and  vote.  They  shall 
justify  their  membership  through  some  form  of  community 
service  satisfactory  (in  quality  and  amount)  to  the  Place- 
ment Committee. 

C.  Sustaining-  Membership 

Sustaining  members  are  those  who  have  reached  the  age  lim- 
it for  Active  membership.  They  may  not  vote  or  hold  office. 

D.  Non-Resident  Membership 

Active  and  Sustaining  members  in  good  standing  are  en- 
titled to  Non-Resident  membership  which  is  open  to  those 
living  outside  the  county  of  Forsyth,  North  Carolina.  They 
may  not  vote  or  hold  office. 

Section  2.    Admission  to  3Iembership. 
A.  Eligribility 

Proposed  members  shall  be  from  twenty  through  thirty-four 
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years  of  age,  shall  have  completed  their  schooling,  and  shall 
have  been  residents  of  Winston-Salem  or  its  vicinity  at  least 
one  year.  Before  accepting  the  invitation  to  membership, 
they  shall  agree  to  engage  in  community  service  in  connec- 
tion with  the  program  of  the  League. 

B.  Proposed  for  Membership 

Each'  candidate  shall  be  proposed  by  one  member  and  sec  * 
onded  by  two  members  on  a  form  provided  for  the  i)urposc. 
Active  and  Sustaining  members  may  propose  one  CHiLvlidat" 
and  second  one  candidate  during  a  given  year,  but  no  mem- 
ber of  the  Admissions  Committee  nor  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors may  propose  or  second  a  candidate.  No  member  mn - 
propose  a  relative.  Application  for  membership  shall  be  re- 
ceived by  the  chairman  of  the  Admissions  Committee  any 
time  during  the  year.  The  deadline  for  applications  for  those 
members  to  be  taken  in  the  following  October  shall  be  April 
1.  No  candidate  will  be  considered  whose  name  has  been 
submitted  more  than  four  times,  beginning  with  and  in- 
cluding the  year  1946. 

C.  Election  to  Membership 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  vote  by  secret  ballot  on  the 
list  submitted  by  the  Admissions  Committee.  A  two- 
thirds  vote  for  a  name  shall  qualify  a  name  for  mem- 
bership. The  Board  shall  have  at  least  two  meetings  to 
consider  the  proposed  candidates  for  membership.  Invi- 
tations shall  be  mailed  immediately  to  those  elected,  and 
the  names  of  those  who  accept  shall  be  announced  by 
the  membership   chairman   at   the   October  meeting. 

Section  3.    Changres  in  3Iembership 

Applications  for  change  to  another  class  of  membership  shall  be 
made  in  writing  to  the  Recording  Secretary  and  will  be  acted  upon 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  at  any  time  during  the  year. 
Inter-lL,eag:ue  Membership 

A  member  of  any  League  who  is  subject  to  constant  change  of 
residence  may  have  an  Inter-League  Card  and  shall  be  listed  as  a 
member  of  the  League  issuing  the  card. 
Transfer  of  Members 

Only  Provisional,  Active,  Sustaining  and  Non-Resident  members 
in  good  standing  may  have  the  privilege  of  transferring  membershin 
to  another  League.  The  right  of  transfer  granted  in  this  section  need 
not  extend  to  a  person  who  has  lived  for  some  time  in  Winston- 
Salem  without  being  a  member  of  this  League,  a  person  who  has 
been  refused  membership  or  who  has  been  dropped  or  expelled  from 
membership  by  this  League.  Transferred  Provisional  members  shall 
take  the  additional  training  required  by  Leagues  to  which  they 
transfer.  The  Board  of  Directors  is  not  required  to  accept  transfers 
Avhich  exceed  twenty-five  per  cent  of  all  admissions  to  membership 
in  any  one  year. 

Section  4.    Resigrnations.  Dropped  Members,  Re-instatements 

A.  Resigrnations 

Any  member  of  the  League  who  is  not  in  arrears,  in  dues  or 
in  the  performance  of  League  duties  may  resign.  Resigna- 
tions shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Recording  Secretary 
of  the  League  at  least  two  weeks  before  dues  become  pay- 
able; otherwise  members  shall  be  liable  for  dues  for  the 
coming  year. 

B.  Dropped  Members 

Members  may  be  dropped  from  the  League  for  cause  by  a 
three-fourths  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

C.  Re-instatements 

Members  who  have  resigned  while  in  good  standing  may  be 
re-instated  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, upon  paying  a  sum  determined  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. 
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ARTICLE  IV— OFFICERS 

Section  1.  Personnel 

The  officers  of  this  League  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
and  Assistant  Treasurer. 

Section  3.  Nomination 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  present  a  slate  of  one  candi- 
date for  each  office  to  be  filled.  The  slate  shall  be  sent  by  the  Re- 
cording Secretary  to  each  voting  member  of  the  League  at  least  two 
weeks  before  the  election  meeting. 

Independent  nominations  may  be  made  in  writing  by  five 
active  members  of  the  League,  provided  the  nominee  has  given 
her  consent. 

Section  3.  Elections 

Officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  February  meeting  of  the  League 
for  a  term  of  one  year.  They  shall  assume  their  duties  immediately 
after  the  April  meeting. 

Section  4.  Duties 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  officers  shall  be  as  follows : 

A.  President 

The  President  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the  League,  Board 
of  Directors  and  Executive  Committee;  shall  appoint  the 
Admissions  Chairman  and  personnel  of  committees,  not 
otherwise  provided  for  w^ith  the  approval  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  and  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all 
committees  except  the  Nominating  Committee.  She  shall, 
with  the  Treasurer,  sign  all  contracts,  and  obligations 
authorized  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  perform 
the  duties  pertaining  to  the  office. 

B.  Vice-President 

The  Vice-President  shall  assist  the  President  and  perform 
the  duties  of  the  President  in  her  absence. 

C.  Recording  Secretary 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  meet- 
ings of  the  League,  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  She  shall  keep  a  correct,  classified  list  of 
the  names  and  addresses  of  all  members  and  shall  maintain 
a  file  of  essential  records  which  shall  be  transferred  to  her 
successor  at  the  close  of  her  term  of  office.  She  shall,  with 
the  Corresponding  Secretary,  compile  the  annunl  reports  and 
edit  the  year  book,  and  she  shall  inform  all  independent 
nominees  of  their  nominations. 

D.  Corresponding-  Secretary 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  general  cor- 
respondence of  the  League.  She  shall  assist  the  Recording 
Secretary  in  compiling  the  annual  reports  and  editing  the 
year  book. 

E.  Treasurer 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  funds  of  the 
League ;  shall  collect  all  dues  and  assessments  and  receive 
all  monies  except  for  those  activities  which  have  their  own 
treasurer  or  other  person  specifically  appointed  to  handle 
finances.  Such  persons  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Treasurer.  She  shall  make  payments  in  accordance  with  the 
budget  on  written  authorization  of  the  President ;  expenses 
not  provided  for  in  the  budget  shall  be  incurred  and  paid 
only  upon  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
She  shall  keep  full  and  accurate  accounts  and  shall  present 
financial  statements  at  regular  meetings  of  the  League  and 
Board ;  she  shall  turn  over  to  her  successor  all  books  and 
financial  records  and  shall  take  a  listed  receipt  therefor. 

F.  Assistant  Treasurer 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the 
Treasurer  in  her  absence  and  assist  her  when  necessary. 
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ARTICLE  v_BOARD  OF  piBECTOR^ 
Section  1.  Personnel 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  the  officers  and  the 
chairmen  designated  by  the  Kxecntive  Committee  each  year.  Chair- 
men are  appointed  by  the  Fresident  with  the  approval  of  tlie  Exec- 
utive Committee. 

Section  2.    Term  of  Office 

Officers  are  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year;  chairmen  appointed 
for  a  term  of  one  year.  No  officer  or  chairman  shall  hold  the  same 
office  for  more  than  two  terms  in  succession. 

Section  3.    Duties  and  Powers 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  general  charge  and  control 
of  the  affairs,  program,  funds  and  property  of  the  League.  It  shall 
be  the  final  arbiter  in  matters  of  interpretation  of  these  By-Laws. 

Section  4.  Vacancies 

Vacancies  among  the  officers  shall  be  filled  by  election  by  the 
Board  of  Directors.  Vacancies  among  the  chairmen  shall  be  filled 
by  the  President  w^ith  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  un- 
til the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office. 

Section  5.  Meetings 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  hold  regular  monthly  meetings 
from  October  through  June.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
President  and  must  be  called  upon  the  written  request  of  three 
members  of  the  Board. 

Section  6.    Executive  Committee 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee,  composed  of  the  offi- 
cers, which  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  be- 
tween meetings.  The  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  for  ratification  at  its  next 
meeting. 

Section  7.  Quorums 

Eight  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  three  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum  respectively. 


ARTICI.E  VI— COMMITTEES 

There  shall  be  the  following  Committees  who  shall  present  plans 
for  work  to  the  Board  of  Directors.  No  work  shall  be  undertaken 
without  the  Board's  approval. 

A.  Admissions  Committee 

Names  of  the  Admissions  Committee  shall  be  announced 
by  the  President  upon  election.  There  shall  be  ten  members 
and  a  chairman. 

At  the  regular  November  meeting,  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee shall  present  a  list  of  22  names  to  the  voting  mem- 
bers. This  list  shall  contain  the  names  of  five  active  mem- 
bers who  have  served  on  the  Admissions  Committee  the  year 
before,  3  of  whom  are  to  be  re-elected  for  a  one-year  term ; 
11  active  members,  5  of  whom  are  to  be  elected  for  a  one- 
year  term;  3  active  members  who  have  been  life-long  resi- 
dents of  Winston- Salem,  1  of  whom  is  to  be  elected  for  a 
one-year  -term;  and  3  sustaining  members,  1  of  whom  is  to 
be  elected  for  a  one-year  term.  To  this  list  nominations  from 
the  floor  may  be  added. 

B.  Placement  Committee 

The  Placement  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Placement 
Chairman,  the  Education  Chairman  and  the  chairmen  of 
groups  of  volunteers  designated  by  the  Executive  Committee 
each  year.  The  function  of  the  Placement  Committee  shall 
be  to  plan  and  supervise  the  volunteer  service  program  of 
the  League. 
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C.  Education  Committee 

The  Education  Cominittee  shall  consist  of  the  Education 
Chairman,  the  Placement  Chairman,  the  chairmen  of  groups 
of  volunteers  designated  by  the  Executive  Committee  each 
year,  and /or  other  persons.  The  duties  of  the  Education 
Committee  shall  be  to  plan  and  supervise  the  educational 
program  of  the  League. 

D.  Nominating:  Committee 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  mem- 
bers ;  two  elected  by  the  Board,  one  a  Board  member,  the 
other  not  a  Board  member ;  and  three  elected  by  the 
League,  one  who  has  been  active  from  one  to  four  years 
inclusive,  one  active  from  five  to  nine  years  inclusive,  and 
one  who  has  been  active  over  nine  years.  These  shall  be 
nominated  from  the  floor  at  the  April  meeting  from  a 
roster  of  eligible  League  members.  The  one  receiving  the 
largest  number  of  votes  shall  be  chairman.  The  Place- 
ment Chairman  shall  serve  ex-officio. 

E.  Public  Relations  Committee 

The  Public  Relations  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Public 
Relations  Chairman,  Newssheet  Editor,  Magazine  Chairman, 
other  chairmen  designated  by  the  Executive  Committee  each 
year  and /or  other  persons.  The  duties  of  the  Public  Rela- 
tions Cojomittee  shall  be  to  plan  and  supervise  the  publicity 
of  the  League.  No  member  of  the  League  shall  give  out  to 
the  press  any  news  item  or  information  concerning  the 
League  without  the  approval  of  the  Public  Relations  Chair- 
man. 

F.  Newssheet  Committee 

The  Newssheet  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Newssheet 
Editor,  as  Chairman,  and  such  assistants  as  she  may  require. 
The  duties  of  the  Newssheet  Committee  are  to  edit  and 
publish  the  New^ssheet. 

G.  Ways  and  Means  Committee 

The  Ways  and  Means  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Treas- 
urer, as  Chairman,  the  Public  Relations  Chairman,  the  Place- 
ment Chairman  and  the  Chairman  of  any  money-raising  ac- 
tivities either  temporary  or  permanent.  The  duties  of  this 
Committee  shall  be  to  supervise  and  plan  for  the  financing 
of  the  League's  administrative  and  community  program  and 
to  make  recommendations  to  the  Board  in  that  regard;  to 
compile  the  budget  for  presentation  to  the  Board  and  to  the 
League. 

H.  Special  Committees 

Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  with 
the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  which  shall  desig- 
nate their  powers  and  the  term  of  the  committee's  appoint- 
ment. 

ARTICLE  VII— MEETINGS  OF  THE  LEAGUE 
Annual  Meeting: 

The  Annual  meeting  of  the  League  shall  be  held  in  April  for 
the  purpose  of  receiving  the  annual  reports  and  of  installing  offi- 
cers for  the  ensuing  year. 

Reg:ular  and  Special  Meeting:s 

Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  from  October  through  May,  the 
March  meeting  being  designated  for  the  election  of  officers.  Other 
meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
or  upon  written  request  of  ten  members  of  the  League. 

Quorum 

A  quorum  of  the  League  shall  consist  of  one-third  of  the  vot- 
ing members. 
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ARTICLE  VIII— FINANCIAL  ARRANGEMENTS 
Section  1.    Fiscal  Year,  Audit  and  Bonding: 

The  fiscal  year  shall  be  from  April  1  to  March  31. 

All  League  books  shall  be  audited  at  least  annually  by  a  certi- 
fied public  accountant. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  bonded  in  the  amount  determined  by 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2,    Membership  Dues  and  Fines 

All  classes  of  membership,  except  sustaining,  shall  i>ay  an- 
nual dues  of  not  more  than  .$12.00,  which  shall  include  the  As- 
sociation dues  of  }p5.00,  part  of  which  covers  the  subscriiUion  to 
the  Junior  League  Magazine.  Sustaining  members  shall  pay  an- 
nual dues  of  not  more  than  .$10.00.  Provisional  members  shall  pay 
;ui  initiation  fee  of  .$10.00. 

There  shall  be  a  fine  of  one  dollar  to  each  active  member  for 
non-attendance  of  regular  monthly  meetings,  and  a  fine  of  two 
dollars  for  non-attendance  of  the  Annual  meeting.  Sickness,  absence 
from  the  city,  or  an  unusual  emergency  shall  be  the  only  acceptable 
excuses  for  an  absence.  It  shall  be  made  in  ,the  form  of  a  letter  to 
the  Assistant  Treasurer,  written  the  week  of  the  meeting.  Such  fines 
shall  be  payable  at  the  time  of  the  payment  of  dues. 

A.  Payment 

Dues  shall  be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  the  fiscal  year. 
The  Treasurer  shall  send  notices  to  each  member  on  April 
1,  Members  whose  dues  and  fines  are  not  paid  by  May  1  will 
be  notified  by  card  by  the  Treasurer.  Members  whose  dues 
and  fines  are  not  paid  by  May  15  will  be  sent  a  registered 
letter.  Members  whose  dues  and  fines  are  not  paid  by  June 
1  will  be  dropped.  The  only  acceptable  excuse  for  non-pay- 
ment is  financial  disability,  made  in  writing  each  year,  and 
received  by  the  Treasurer  on  or  before  June  1. 

B.  Refunds 

Refunds  of  dues  will  not  be  made  to  members  resigning 
during  the  fiscal  year. 

Refunds  will  not  be  made  to  provisionals  failing  to  meet 
the  requirements. 

C.  A.  J.  Li.  a.  Indebtedness 

Members  delinquent  in  paying  this  indebtedness  to  the  A.  J. 
L.  A.  shall  be  considered  in  arrears  in  their  dues  to  this 
League. 

Section  3.    Association  Dues 

The  Treasurer  of  the  League  shall  pay  yearly  per  capita  dues 
for  all  classes  of  Membership  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association, 

Section  4.    Letters,  Agrreements  and  Contracts 

Before  any  letter,  agreement,  or  contract  involving  the  expendi- 
ture of  Junior  League  funds  shall  be  signed  and  delivered,  it  shall 
be  approved  by  an  attorney  retained  by  the  Junior  League.  It  shall 
also  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 


ARTICLE  IX— DELEGATES  TO  ASSOCIATION  CONFERENCES 

Delegates  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be 
Active  members  elected  by  the  League. 

Delegates  to  special  meetings  or  conferences  shall  be  Active 
members  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 


ARTICLE  X— AMENDMENTS  AND   RULES  OF  ORDER 

The  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present  and  voting  at  any  meeting  of  the  League,  provided  the 
proposed  amendment  has  been  mailed  to  each  voting  member  at 
least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  date  of  the  meeting;  or  provided  the 
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proposed  amendment  shall  have  been'  pi-esented  over  the  signature 
of  five  Active  members  at  least  one  meeting  prior  to  that  at  which 
action  is  taken,  and  due  notice  of  such  meeting  or  action  is  given 
the  membership. 

Roberts  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  the  parliamentary  authority 
for  all  matters  of  procedure  not  specifically  covered  by  the  By-Laws 
or  by  special  rules  of  procedure  adopted  by  the  League. 

ADDENDA 

Policies  and  procedures  which  have  been  voted  by  the  Leagues 
in  Association  Annual  Meetings  are  binding  on  all  Leagues  and 
League  members.  They  shall  be  printed  as  addenda  to  our  By-Laws 
in  the  year  book.  For  lack  of  space  they  are  here  omitted.  See  Page 
102-105  in  the  Junior  League  Handbook  for  information. 

STANDING  RUI.es 

1.  Administrative 

A.  Meetings 

A  meeting  of  the  Junior  League  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  the  following  months,  unless  otherwise  desig- 
nated with  proper  notice:  April,  May,  October,  November, 
December,  January,  February  and  March. 

B.  Expenses  of  Delegates 

The  full  expenses  of  delegates  to  conferences  and  the  An- 
nual Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  paid  by  the  League. 

C.  Thrift  Shop  Quota 

Any  Junior  League  member,  other  than  Non-Resident  mem- 
bers, shall  be  required  to  pay  annually  on  April  1  in  cash 
to  the  Thrift  Shop  any  amount  not  otherwise  contributed  in 
rummage  to  complete  her  Thrift  Shop  quota. 

2.  Departmental 

A.  Admissions  Committee 

In  the  case  of  ties,  the  active  members  shall  cast  a  second 
ballo-t.  The  Admissions  Committee  shall  acquaint  themselves 
concerning  the  individual  candidates  and  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  finding  out  their  qualifications.  Afto  thorough 
discussion,  a  vote  by  secret  ballot  shall  be  taken.  Seven  af- 
firmative votes  of  the  Admissions  Committee  are  necessary 
for  election  by  this  committee. 

B.  Provisional  Training-  Course 

Punctual  attendance  by  the  Provisional  members  upon  all 
lectures  planned  for  the  Training  Course  is  compulsory. 
A  written  notice  of  the  dates  and  hour  for  all  lectures  must 
accompany  each  letter  of  invitation,  to  provisional  members. 
No  further  notice  need  be  given  unless  there  is  a  change  of 
date  or  hour  for  any  lecture. 

All  explanations  for  absence  from  any  lecture  must  be  sent 
in  writing  to  the  Provisional  Membership  Chairman.  If  an 
excused  absence  is  granted  by  the  chairman,  the  actual  time 
of  the  lecture  not  attended  .must  be  made  up,  and  notes  of 
lectures  not  attended  must  be  secured  for  study.  If  the  ab- 
sence is  not  excused,  the  entire  course  and  examination  mus,t 
be  taken  over  the  following  year. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  pass  upon  the  record  of  each 
Provisional  member  and  shall  determine  whether  or  not  said 
Provisional  has  satisfactorily  performed  the  requirements 
laid  down  by  it. 

C.  Duties  of  Committee  Chairmen 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  committee  chairman  to  create 
and /or  maintain  a  manual  for  her  committee  which  outlines 
.  the  methods  and  procedures  by  which  the  committee  fulfills 
the  function  and  duties  assigned  to  it  by  the  By-Laws  or  by 
the  motion  or  executive  order  Avhich  creates  the  committee. 
Such  methods  and  procedures  are  subject  to  change,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  committee,  provided  they  do  not  conflict 
Avith  the  By-Laws,  or  with  any  Standing  Rules  adopted  by 
the  League  or  the  Board  of  Directors.
